makes one want to talk to her neighbor. 
Be that as it may, the woman better is 
friendly. She will lend you anything, from 
her score card to her latest tips, and do it 
wholesouledly, too. 

Down near the main entrance I found a 
woman bettor who was a Mary E. Wil- 
kins type of woman—thin and spare and 
dressed in black, and with a bonnet to 
which a crepe veil was pinned.

Three floating public bathhouses, to be 
anchored to the public wharf at places con- 
venient to the central, northern and south- 
ern portions of the city, ate planned by 
Harbor Commissioner Joseph ®. Whyte. 


[-S™durplus of $62,040.46,in the-city revenue 
‘Ito she credit of the harbor department, to 


be increased by the rentals of the next few 
months, -will be applied to the building 
and equipment of the bathhouses, accord- 


ing to Commissioner Whyte’s plans, if it 
is found that such a use of the money 
would be legal. 
President Phillips of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, who planned a system 
of bathhouses last summer, has been en- 
couraged by Comptroller Player to belleve 
that’an appropriation for at least ene bath- 
house will be included in the general appro- 
priation bill, to be prepared in July. 

If the downtown bathhouse can be built 
from such an appropriation, it is believed 
that the harbor department fund will suf- 
fice for the houses in the North and South 
Ends. 

The floating bath houses in New York 
City furnish the models for those which 
Mr. Whyte plans to construct. They are 
bullt with a perforated floor, the depth of 
the water being graduated. Around the 
central pool is a platform and dressing 
rooms. Springboards, tubs and shower 
baths are also provided. The entire house 
is a large boat and is moored to the wharf. 
The enclosure for bathing would be large 
enough to accommodate several hundred 
persons. 

“T have not developed the plans beyond 
the most genera! outlines.”” said Mr. rhyte 
Monday. “I intend to consult with the 
mayor about the matter, and if he thinks 
favorably of the plan he can secure the 
opinion from the city counselor on the le- 
gality of using the harbor surplus for this 


Funds Were Not 

Available Last Year. 

“The harbor surplus has been used for 
the building of floating dumps, and it seems 
to me would be equally proper to use it for 
floating beths.”’ 

Associations of business men tn different 
parts of the city sought last summer to 
have bath houses constructed in different 
parts of the city, but municipal funds were 
not available.

FIRST SHIP FROM ST. LUCIA 


Etona’s Captain Describes What He 
Saw on Roddam, Only Vessel 
That Survived Disaster. 


NEW YORK, May 19.—The Norton steam- 
er, Etna, which touched at St. Lucia for 
coal May 10, has arrived here. Capt. Can- 
trell said: 

“At St. Lucia, on May 11, I went on board 


the British steamer Roddam, which had 
escaped from the terrible volcanic eruption 


at Martinique three days before. The state 
of the ship was enough to show that those 


on board must have undergone an awful 
experience. The Roddam was covered with 
a mass of fine, bluish-gray dust or ashes, 
of cementlike appearance. In some parts 
it laid two feet deep on the decks. This 
matter had fallen in a red-hot state all 
over the steamer, setting fire to every thing 
it struck that was burnable, and when it 
fell on the men on board, burned off limbs 
and large pieces of flesh. This was shown 
by finding portions of human remains when 
the decks were cleared of the debris. The 
rigging. ropes, tarpaulins, sails, awnings, 
etc,, were charred or burned and most of 
the upper stanchions and spars had been 
swept overboard or destroyed by fire. Sky- 
lights were smashed and cabins were filled 
with voleanic dust. The scene of ruin was 
deplorable. 
WAVE OF BOILING WATER. 

“T visited the captain of the Roddam in 
the hospital at St. Lucia, where he gave 
me an account of his terrible experience. 
He had just arrived and anchored at St. 


Pierre. Martinique, on the morning of 
Thursday, May The captain was stand- 
ing near the accommodation ladder talking 
to the agent of the vessel, who had come 
on board when he saw what appeared to 
be an enormous black cloud, like a wall, 
with patches of fire in it, approaching the 
sea from the land. With it came an im- 
mense tidal wave of boiling water, accom- 
panied by a loud and terrible noise. He 
shouted. “Take shelter,’ to the crew. Im- 
mediately the steamer was caught and 
tossed over on her side, almost capsizing. 
Darkness fell like a pall, and volumes cf 
red-hot matter showered down, while the 
air was thick with sulphurous fumes a}! 
dust. The sea was a confused mass of

Screams, groans and shouts 
of agony from the injured people, -mingled 
with the terrible noise of boiling water 
and rushing air, together with the falling 
fire.

minutes. 
STEAMED THROUGH ASHES. 

“The captain of the Roddam, knowing 
that his vessel had steam up, and instantly 
realizing the necessity of escaping, rushed 
to the engine room annunciator and sig- 
naled below to start the engine at full 
speed. The anxious moments, increased 
vy his sufferings from burns and agony of 
mind. were relieved by the vibration of the 
engines and the reply from below. It hap- 
yened, fortunately, that, although the crew 
ad been rung off from duty at the en- 
gines, some of the engineers were near by. 

‘‘The terrible tidal wave which had swept 
over the Roddam and nearly capsized her 
had parted the cable and the vessel was 
adrift. When the engines started it was 
found that the steering gear had become 
disabled in sume manner and could not be 
worked. For more than an hour the Rod- 
dam's engines were worked, backing and 
going ahead, with the hope of bringing her 
head toward the sea and away from the 
iand. Once she got dangerously near the 
steamer Roraima. Doth vessels were in 
flames. Some of those aboard jumped into 
the boiling water; some fell, dying, to the 
deck. All this time the red-hot matter 
was fallin and the water was hissing 
and steaming dense masses of vapor. Smoke 
and dust filled the air and poisonous fumes 
spread about. 

“After some time the Roddam's steering 
gear moved a littie and enabled the captain 
to head her out to sea, and, with consid- 
erable difficulty, he managed to steer her 
a little distance from the land. As the air 
cleared the scene on board the ill-fated 
Roddam became all the more ghastly. The 
ship steamed on through thick, hot dust. 
The screains from the injured became more 
audible. Some rushed frantically about 
with their clothes on fire and large pieces 
of flesh burned frcem their arms. Others, in 
their agony, lay writhing in the red-hot 
dust. 

“In about two hours the air became grad- 
ually clear. An investigation of the cas- 
uaitics on board showed that, besides the 
captain,. who was frightfully injurea, only 
two engineers, two sailors and the boat- 
gewain were able to do duty. 

“Fire was still burnina about the ship 
and the rigging was in flames. The cap- 
tain decided to try to reach the island of 
&t. Lucia. forty-five miles distart. This 
he succeeded in doing by 6 o'clock on the 
evening of May & he steamer was dif- 
ficult to handle, owing to the partially dis- 
abled steering gear. which could not be 
made to work properly. 

VOYAGE OF TERROR. 

“In the time occupied on this terrible 
voyage the experience of the survivors was 
(still worse than that already gone through. 
The brave captain and his few men fighting 
the fire, exhausted and scalded, struggled 
and worked trying to do something to as- 
sist their dying shipmates. Those work- 
| below strived to keep up the steam. The 
| captain. suffering the greatest agony, suc- 
/ ceeded in navigating the veagel safely to the 
“er of Catries, St. Lucia. with eighteen 
ead bodies lying om the deck and human 
limbs g#cattered about. A sailor stood by 
os aA wiping the captain's injured 
eyes. 1 think the performance of the Rod- 
dam's captain was most wonderful, and the 
more so when I gaw his pitiful condition. I 
do not unde nd how he kept up; yet

While Sister Mary held the lighted candle 
in her hand, the choir sang the ‘“‘Te Deum.” 


Fifty Years 
of Happiness. 

After benediction, Sister So received 

her friends in the reception room of the 
eonvent. Almost every person who had 
witnessed the impressive ceremonies in the 
chapel called to congratulate the jubliarian 
and for once the atmosphere of solemnity 
and silence of the Carmelite convent was 
changed to one of pleasure. 
* Sister Mary herself contributed more than 
anyone elst to this effect. Her bright, 
kindly face beamed the contentment she 
relt with convent life and the blissful sat- 
isfaction she experienced in rounding out 50 
years of continuous faithful service to the 
church. 

“Of course, | am happy,” she said in re- 
sponse to a question of a caller. ‘I have 
been happy every day of the 30 years I 
have spent in the Carmelite oréer.”’ 

Sister Mary was asked if she would ad- 
vise all young women who wished to be 
happy to join the Carmelite order. In reply, 
she said that obedience wowd be most 
necessary to happiness in a religious order 
and that if a young woman wae willing to 
obey the rules of the order she certainly 
would find the life very happy. 

Sister Mary does not look lke a relig- 
jleuse who has spent a half century in the 
mort rigorous order of the Catholic 
Church. She was 81 years old in March, 
but she looks many vears younger, 

Her gray hair is hidden by the head- 
dress prescribed for members of the Car- 
melite Ordor, and when she idoks at one 
with her sweet, kindly face jlumined by 
eyes that sparkle with happiness and con- 
tentment, it is difficult to realige that she 
has been for 600 months a member of an 
order whose auterities have terrors even 
for many devout Catholics.

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,.. AMUNICIPAL LIGHTING PLANT. 


The spring number of Municipal Affairs contains a thorough 
and comprehensive statement of the workings of the Chicago 
municipal lighting plant which deserves the attention of those 
interested in municipal improvement 

Since the city took the plant, 18 years ago, the cost of lighting 
to consumers has been reduced 50 per cent, the Edison company 
being compelled to this by the danger of extinction by the pub- 
lic plant. 

The total cost of operation for the 13 years is reported $50,000 
more than {t would have cost if the plant had been operated by 
a private company. Of late years, however, the cost has been 
heavily reduced and the,credit is to municipal ownership and 
operation and it should be remembered that the government does 
not run these works for prcefit, but for the benefit of all the 
people equally. Hence salaries and wages are higher and hours 
shorter and more regular than those enjoyed by the employes 
working for private companies, whose Seanad object is to make 
a profit. 

The example is instructive. In Chicago, at least, the superior 
merit of municipal ownership of lighting plants seems to have 
been demonstrated

CHOP SU:Y. 


One-half chicken (or quartér chicken 
and as much fresh pork, or you can make 
it all pork, but chicken is much etter), 
one large onion, a handful of mushrooms, 
a stalk of celery, six Chinese potatoes, a 
bowl of rice, small dessert dish of Chinese 
sauce (which answers for salt). 

When the chicken is cleaned scrape the 
meat off the. bones and cut into strips 
about one and a half inches long. haif 
inch wide. If pork is used, cut the strips 
the same length. Slice the onions thin; 
soak the mushrooms 10 minutes in wat r, 
then remove the stems: cut celery into 
pieces one and a half inches long; Chi- 
nese potatoes require no cooking, simply 
wash and slice. 

First put chicken (or chicken and pork 
o: pork) into a frying pan with fat (what- 
ever you use) and fry until done, but not 
brown,or hard. Then add the sliced on- 
ions and cook-a little. Add mushrooms. 
Now pour enough sauce over the ingre- 
dients to make them brown. Then add 
some water and stew a few minutes. Add 
celery and after a minute add the pota- 
toes. Finally add a little floured water tc 
it, making gravy of the water which 
stewed it. 

The Chinese potatoes, mushrooms and 
Chinese sauce can be procured at any Chi- 
nese grocery. If the rice ig not cooked | 
properly it will detract greatly from the. 
good taste of the chop suey. Otherwise it 
is a very palatable dish. 

To those who do not know how to serve 
it I will say: Put some rice in a bowl. 
then add as much chop suey as you want. 
Mix and pour in enough of the sauce that 
was tsed in cooking it. Tea is usuaily 
taken with this dish.—The Inglenook.
